One is almost tempted to discern the silent working of Jewish Destiny in 
the manner in which the Hebrews of other days have helped the develop- 
ment of the great events that count in the world’s reeords. It was Jewish 
money, for instance, which made possible the discovery of America now 
the greatest haven of our oppressed people. It was largely Jewish money, 
again,as Mr. de Villiers showed, which financed the expedition that set 
the great House of Orange on the British throne and definitely confirmed 
the triumph of Liberty in England. The influence of Dutch Jewry in Great 
Britain has, of cpurse, been enormous -from the days of Manasseh ben 
Israel onwards. Its children still wield great power in our midst 
and are often among the leading families of the  <Anglo- 
Jewry of to-day. The whole subject, indeed, of the influence of Dutch 
Jews in England thoroughly merits separate and detailed treatment.

on behalf of the Board by its Hon. Ofiicers. At a special meeting on the 9th 


inst., the Board yefused to accept the recommendation of the Alien Immigra 


tion Committee, but resolved, by a large majority, that the proposed memoria! 
should be re-clrafted in the sense suggested by Lord Rothschild. “It was als: 
tentatively agreed to embody in the memorial a third point urged by Mr. Car’ 
Stettauer, relative to the appointment of members of the Lmmigration Boards 
It will be noted, too, from the official statement printed above, that the Board 
appears to have decided that the memorial to the Prime Minister is to be 
forwarded and not presented.”

If [ sent something that 
night, it would mean a fire the next morning, food for the hangry children 
mia message of merey for the poor suppliant at the other end. Sympathy 
md common sense had a temporary struggle and, in the end, I sent the 
letter on by the midnight post to the Board of Guardians and asked for an 
mumediate reply. The reply came early and convincingly enough. The 
writer was in receipt of regular assistance from the Board, the circumstances 
were all grossly exaggerated, and, so far from my being the only person applied 
to, the Board had evidence of thirty letters written by the same person within 
a few days and the assumption was that twice as many more had been turned 
intecash., The moral of it all is that one must be cruel in order to be kind, 
and that to give indiscriminately in response to these letters is little short 
of an iniquity.

They are mostly justified, and it is pleasant to 
think that there are so many channels for the exercise of 
uscltish generosity and necessary loving-kindness. but, if a list were 
prepared of those who have always ignored charitable appeals of all kinds, it 
\d disclose the fact that while, as a denomination, we have earned and 
ejoice in the reputation for being the world’s exemplars of benevolence, there 
irre hundreds who never rive anything at all, or whose fitful gifts are entirely 
| { all proportion to their well-known wealth. Some of us are petting 
souewhat tired of having to make up so constantly for the flagrant dereliction 
oi duty on the part of others. We honestly portion out as much as we 
can afford for charity, and a little more, and we reach a point at last 
when we make a sacrifice in order not to refuse, or we feel constrained 
refuse with a pang of real regret disappointment. It is 
lon that. we should have to feel like this when there are so 
many whe ean come to our assistance but stand eallously aloof. 
Cenerosity is a question of degree, and one is really eharitable in proportion 
isone misses what one gives. One man may give £1 and miss it, and is more 
really charitable than the man who gives £20 and does not feel it. There is

Schools of the City of Paris,” namely, the two public municipal schools, the 
r pupils of which are exclusively of the Jewish faith, and in which secular 
: education only is taught. | then pointed out that the action of the Socialists 


was not prompted by any hostility towards the Jews, and that it was with the 


ns idea of assimilating new comers (for the pupils are mostly children of 

' immigrants; with native children that they had brought the matter to the 

; gqwotice of the municipal authorities. Dut they did not take account of the 

. special diMeulties which would immedrately be thrown in the way of children 
aE who know nothing of the language and culture of the country if they were 
placed in school surroundings, where they would be the butt of the insults 

' and even bad treatment at the hands of their little Parisian comrades. They 
iP also forgot that these schools constituted a happy medium between the 


surroundings which these children had left, and those in which it is desired 
they should penetrate without transition. 

Quite recently M. de Pressense, President of the “ League of the Rights 
of Man,” called the attention of the Minister of Public Instruction to the 
question of these two schools, Public opinion has not yet been informed of 
this step, but it has leaked out. M. de Pressense protests especially against 
the closing of these schools on Saturday. He alleges that the children are 
wscorted to synagogues, and he demands ,jthat radical measures should be 
adopted against this state of things. Now, there is nothing in the law of 
N82 (which established the absolute neutrality of schools in religious 
matters) requiring that schools should be opened on Saturday. If Jewish 
¥ children have to accommodate themselves to the Sunday why, in a regime of 

liberty, should they not have the right to rest on Saturday, especially as the 
law of S82 lavs down that the schools should be closed on Sunday and one 
other day in the week without specifying that day. Is this law which was 
promulgated in the name of liberty of conscience in order to enable sehool 
children to obtain religious instruction one day in the week now to be turned 
against Jewish children, and to attack their religious conscience which it has 
always pretended to respect? 


This is how the question stands at present. 
Jt is to be hoped that it will not uselessly attack the sentiments of the Jewish 
population.

Should we Support Hebrew Teaching? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” ? 
Sir, In your issue of November 20th, | read with much surprise an 
aceount of the Hebrew High School (Talmud Torah) by a South African 
correspondent to this journal, and as such statements, if not contradicted, 
are likely to do harm, | consider a few facts placed before your readers will 
do much towards remedying the damage these attacks appear to be doing 
to so noble and deserving an institution. 
This school commenced its career some tive years since, when the Com- 
mittee then in charge took in hand the religious teaching of a certain number 
of children, who at that time numbered about forty-tive, and they continued 
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iy their good work with a staff of Hebrew teachers (three), who devoted their 
whole energy during each morning to. Hebrew and religious teaching. The 
teacher for secular education attended daily from 1 to 3 pam., at the time last 
vear’s Executive took office. They thought, in the interest of the children 
ind the community generally, that larger and more cent rallv-situated premises 
might be secured, with the idea not only of being able to cope with an increase 
in the school, but with the main objeet of initiating afternoon classes for the 
benefit of those children attending other schools who do not receive any 
Hebrew education. This was accomplished, but not to the extent anticipated, 
Yet the school during last year had 45 children attending these afternoon 
classes, and the attendance at the day-school reached 75, which works out not 
at the tigure as given you by the writer, viz., £20 per head, but at the rate of 
C12 per child, and for the afternoon classes £6 per child, and taking into con- 
sideration the number of lessons each child has during the month, it works 
out at od. per lesson, Does the statement of the writer compare with these 
facts, when he will have vou believe that this school caters for the few at the 
expense of the many? It is true that the upkeep of the institution cost 
C1500: this included three months arrears of salaries and rent, also the school 
furniture and other requisites, 

|, personally, from the time I entered into the work of this Committee, 
strongly advocated tor every possible attention hema paid to the atternoon 
classes, and now that we have the new Education Bill coming into foree the 
time has arrived when the teaching and the cost of seeular education should 
be left in the more able hands of the Government. and this the Committee ts 
realising. In fact it is under consideration at the present time whether it is 
not advisable to merge the morning classes into the afternoon classes. | will 
vive this credit to every member of the Committee who may be against this 
procedure being adopted, that if they knew for certain that the teaching of 
Hebrew will not in any way suffer or that theattendance will beany less by those 
already attending, the adoption of this alteration would ‘have the unanimous 
Stipport of e ery member of the Committee. The idea in voruc is to commence 
the afternoon classes at from 2 till 7 p.m., with the existing staff, so that 
from four hundred to five hundred children could be taught. If parents or 
guardians would make every effort to see that their children should, from 
the 10th of January, 1908, attend these afternoon classes, they would be amply 
rewarded by understanding that every child continuing with its Hebrew 
studies means an additional pillar in the support of Judaism. ; 

The result of our last examination proves that the'children of the Hebrew 
High School are a credit to the community, and that many of them will be 
able to take their place, if necessary, upon the Hebrew teaching staff.

The Administration of the Aliens Act. 


The four aliens who were robbed at Hamburg last week by a bogus 
emigration official, and were rejected at Grimsby on Tuesday, came before 
the Immigration Board at Grimsby on Tnesday. It was stated that the bogus 
official had been caught, and that the Hamburg-American Line had refunded 
each alien the amount stolen. Three of them were again rejected, but in the 
fourth case, a young fellow of eighteen, who had come from Russia to avoid 
military service, a relative from Leeds guaranteed him employment. He was 
allowed to land. 

Ata meeting of the Hull Jewish Board of Guardians held last Sunday, a 
deputation, consisting of Messrs. H. Goldstone, P. Hart, and Morris, 
attended in reference to the Alien Immigration Question. The Mayor, in 
introducing the deputation, said the work involved in dealing with the hard- 
ships arising under the Aliens Act had hitherto been voluntarily undertaken 
by a few individual persons (including the members of the deputation), but 
it was now felt that more could be done if the official sanction and powerful 
influence of the Board could be procured to aid their effort. After the depu- 
tation had deseribed several hardships which should be removed, the Presi- 
dent (Mr. B. S. Jacobs) assured them that the Board would do all in their 
power to help the cause, and it was unanimously agreed to form an influential 
sub-Committee to deal exclusively with this question.

To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

‘ In my letter in your issue of the 3rd inst., I said | have not time at 
present to argue the points raised in it and merely wished to state my posi- 
tion with regard to them. As, however, your correspondent, MroJ. Finn, 


seems in doubt as to my meaning on one of those points, I feel under a moral 
obligation to explain it to him; and Ido this the more readily as my reply 
will probably be useful to other of your readers. 

Mr. Finn says it is difficult to understand what I meant by the assertion 
thar “any attempt to wrest economic doctrine so as to make it subserve some 
particular end or system is certain to fail in the long run—witness Karl 
Marx s theory of value.” Surely this is clear enough. Mr. Finn asks what 
the latter part of it means. It means that Marx's attempt to wrest the 
theory of value so as to make it subserve his political doctrine was certain 
total ultimately. Marx was, I have nodoubt, quite honest in putting forward 
this doctrine; but he was influenced by political bias. He thought he was a 
good Ricardian, told me so himself, and sent me the proof sheets of the French 
edition of Das Kapital, corrected by himself, in order to convert me. He did 
not succeed, not because L was not ready to accept his doctrine or any other 
it hacked by sufficient evidence, but because his theory was palpably 
fuilacious. The bottom has been logically knocked out of it. If Mr. Finn 
wants to see how |, among others, have done this, he ean do so by reading 
Mr. Belfort Bax's appendix on Value, and my chapter on the same subject, in 
the little volume on Socialism and Individualism, by Mr. Bax and myself. 

Mr. Finn writes a paragraph, and says he “could fill the whole Jewish 
firsucle with examples,” to convince me, apparently, that economic issues 
cannot be kept out of polities. The astonishing thing is that a man of his 
intelli cence could suppose that I needed this information. The very sugges- 
fion made me feel quite young; and I was almost tempted to doubt whether I 
had cut my wisdom teeth. But the evidence of my non-juvenility —in mere 
years was too strong. I have read more than fifty budget speeches at the 
time when they were delivered; and, during the last forty years, I have 
Written more on the application of economies to politics than would fill many 
himbers of the Jewish Chronicle. : 

‘ir. Finn has mistaken my meaning, probably because he has a fixed idea 
o the inseparability of economies from polities. Economie issues—-issues 
relating to wealth—cannot be excluded from polities, but polities ean be kept 
oul ol economies; and that this should be done, if we are to have an economic 
science at all, is of vital importance. Beeause a Chancellor of the Exchequer 
ses arithmetic and economies, inter alia, in working out a scheme of taxation, 
Chat s no reason why politics should be obtruded into arithmetic and 
economies, When it is so obtruded-— instead of economic problems being 


solved apart from distractions and qualifications which make any exact con- 
“tsions impossible, and the results carried up to the court of political ethies, 
there to be weighed with other truths which should influence conduct, and 
aS 5 <ved their proper measure of importance—we have a constant tendency 
mo or in our reasoning, through the change in our point of view from that 
ss cory to that of practice, from that which is to that which ought to be, 


ve versa, and a very grave probability that we may mistake an economic 
“\)os\tion of things as they are, sugared over with a thin coating of moral 
Phatitude, for a vindication of the present condition of society. Political 


lies is not only an embarrassment to our reasoning when it is thus brought 
: ‘oO play what is necessarily a subordinate part in an economic treatise, but 


‘Ss subordination is an inversion of the proper relation of economics to 
bollical ethies and ethies in general. 

If ethies, and therefore polities, should be rigidly exeluded from 
reonomies, @ fortiori should religion be so excluded? This does not mean 
hostility either to ethies or to religion. Quite the contrary. It means that 
when we are on the search for the permanent relations of the phenomena of 
‘ealth and their conditions, we should not mix up with the evidence, or cast 
ge the logical balaneé, any emotional elements whatever. It is the ethics 
vhilosophieal veracity which dictates this course; and it is the oflice of 
a highest religion to give motive foree to the highest morality. It does

MR. ARNOLD WHITE ON THE 
ALIENS ACT AND ENGLISH JEWS. 


In view ofthe Opposition, felt and expressed, in Jewish quarters to the 
present administration of the \liens Aet., and of the intention to take some 
steps to procure a fatrer treatment of the immigrant population, a represen- 
lativeot the Jewish Chronicle called pon View Arnold White with the oljeet 
or elicit ing the views of the anti-alien leader on the present situation. Mr. 
hite remembered as one of the strongest advocates of the ot 
Restrietion, and was one of the earliest witnesses called before the Roval 
Commission Whose proceedings led to the passage of the Aliens Aet. 

Poa “uestron as to what he thought of the administration of the Aet. he 
replied that he was disappointed with that piece of legislation. “It practi- 
cally was a bogus Act.” exclaimed Mr. White, “and was not intended to 
exelude undesirable aliens.” He ineluded in the term undesirables many 
who were not criminals. 

‘But has it not had some effect ?” asked our representative. 

“ As regards the deportation clauses, the Act is a real advantage to the 
police, of w hom there aretoo Tew for the management of this great city. cut 
with that exception, | think that the Act, under the late Government, was 
derisory, While ander the present Government, the irresistible political influ- 
ence of the Jewish community is shown by the fact that with the weakest 
Home Secretary of modern times, the working of the Act is confided to the 
hands of a distinguished member of the Jewish community, who is one of the 
strongest Under-Seeretaries of any time.” 

Is that a mere impression, Mr. White, or are you speaking from know- 
ledge ? 

“My information is that Mr. Herbert Samuel is working the Act, and 
was put there for that purpose. He, under Mr. Herbert Gladstone, who 
really counts for little, is acting exactly as I would act if I were a leading 
member of the Jewish community, a body which, from the dawn of history, 
has refused to intermarry with the Gentile.” 

This led Mr. White to speak of what he described as the “ aloofness " of the 
Jews. “ The majority of the wills of Hebrew testators,” he asserted, “ con- 
tain a provision that, in the event of the testator’s children marrying non- 
Jews and renouncing the Jewish faith, their inheritance would be. forfeited. 
The King,” continued Mr. White, “has recently visited Newmarket, and on 
two occasions was the guest of nobody who did not belong to the Hebrew 
community. However, I do not now look on the domination of the Jews 
with the horror of twenty years ago, and I look back on Lord Beaconstfield’s 
administration of the affairs of this country with increasing reverence. 
Having been led to study the unseen foundations of his policy, the result 
convinces me that the direction of English policy by the best English Jews 
is not only not undesirable, but, if realised, would be the best destiny for a 
race which seems unable to cope with the problems of survival.” 

But surely these English Jews, of whom you entertain such a glowing 
opinion, are only aliens but one or two generations removed ? 

“IT know it, but the Jews are as pure Asiatics.as Japanese. Not only 
have I no antipathy to them on that account, but I hold that all wisdom 
and religion, almost all art, came from Asia; and only during that brief 
period which followed Bacon, with his Inductive Method, and Newton, with 
his restatement of the exact sciences, was Europe ahead of Asia, even in 
material thought. There was only a brief period during which Europe, which 
is inflated with conceit, has enjoyed a nominal primacy. During that time 
Asiaties, among whom are to be reckoned the Hebrew community, which 
knows more than any other Asiaties, have looked on the western. world some- 
times with wondersometimes with dislike, and sometimes with amusement ; 
though sinee the invention of arms of precision, they have maintained the 
mysterious silence which Europeans of great cities, being garrulous them- 
selves, do not understand. Japan, however, has restored the position which 
Asia occupied previous to the period of Aurunzabeg, and thereby has opened 
up a bigger question than the mastery of the Pacific, viz., the domination of 
godless, sensual, materialised, brutal Europe and America by the advance 
guard of Asiatic mind and purpose—-the Hebrew community.” 

But, if you do not object to the domination of the English Jews 
assuming it to exist—and have so much admiration for some of them, why 
take the part you have in the aliens’ discussion ? 

“| have not said thgt Ido not object to Jewish domination. — I simply 
admit the fact, and e€press frankly the conviction that it is well that the 
strongest race should prevail. Nature has no favourites. An Anglo-Saxon 
myself, and believing in the aristocracy of Anglo-Saxon blood, I recognise 
the existence of a power from the East which wins its victories not by 
Dreadnoughts or battalions, but through the banks, the newspapers and the 
Bourses. Can you wonder if | regret the re-placement of emigrant Anglo- 
Saxons by immigrant Semites, although in the second or third generation, 
they become almost the favourite companions of the King? This may be 
foolish from the materialistic standpoint, but it is the view of the best 
English men and women of the day, although nobody, so far as L know, has 
had the courage to say so.” | 

Mr. White went on to express the belief that if the Jews were the 
aristocracy of the earth, it was because they were respectful to ther women- 
kind and gentle to the expectant mother. The reason why England was 
being ruined, as a nation, was not that 77 per cent. of its population lived 
in streets, but because it had not realised the eternal truth of the law of 
Moses, which the ancient Greeks, modern Japan and the Jews of.all times 
upheld—that the expectant mother should not be put to hard manual work. 

Judging from what you say, remarked our representative, it is not 
really the poor so-called “ undesirable” Jewish alien that you object to, but 
all Jews as such. In other words, the anti-alien agitation, which professed to 
be dealing only with “ undesirables,” was an abominable piece of hypocrisy. 

“So far as | am concerned, I admit it; lL assert it. In spite of their 
ability, | object to Jewish immigration into this country—more especially to 
the immigration of the capable, energetic and determined members of the 
community, specifically on the ground that they refuse to intermarry. Had 
the Huguenots refused to intermarry, and I had been their contemporary, | 
should have opposed their immigration, too.” 

But what harm do you see in this abstention from intermarriage an 
abstention, by the way, which is much less general than you may imagine ? 
What terrible danger to the State lurks in the fact that Abraham Isaacs 
prefers to marry Leah Jacobs instead of Mary Ann Brown ? 

* Because it makes a State within a State. I have known European 
Judaism pretty intimately many years, and | say that there is a nearer 
connection in essentials between the poorest Jew in any Eastern Ghetto and 
the well-to-do Western Hebrew (provided that the latter has retained his 
religion, which is often not the case when he becomes well-off), t han between 
the Western Hebrew and the particular community to which it suits him to 
attach himself. That is my experience.” 

“Oh, yes,” continued Mr. White, “there is the passionately loyal English 
Jew; the passionately loyal German Jew; the passionately loyal Russian 
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Jew; the passionately loyal Monte Carlo Jew; and so forth. And each of 
these is attached only to his own country.” 

tndonbtedly. In the Franco-German War, for instance, Jews were 
found among both combatants, 

“How many? How many Jews are to be found in the British navy? 
Compare the names of the officers of our battleships and of the last: subserip- 
tion to the opera.” 

Our representative explained that the navy was a comparatively new 
occupation for Jews, though the number of the latter were probably 
increasing in the fleet. In the army, he mentioned the commonplace fact 
that the Jews were a factor of growing importance. Mr. White laid great 
stress on some inquiries which, he said, he had instituted in the East End 
during the Boer War, which revealed the existence of “ Pro-Boerism” in 
its most intense form among the immigrants in that quarter. 

“But to come back to the Aliens Act, Mr. White, you no doubt know that 
just on tive hundred people were actually excluded by the Act during the 
first vear of its operation, and that the number must have been exceeded 
last vear ? 

“Seeing that | want to keep them out altogether unless they intermarry, 
those figures are obviously of no importance, My belief is that if the Jews 
frankly join us as a nation it will be the regeneration of this country. It 
they do not I desire to keep them out, and Lwill do my best to do so (though 
lL have little hopes of success), because they dominate the country, because 
they have the press and the finances, because they mastered practically the 
controllers socially, politically, and financially. The eleven hundred or so 
hitherto excluded by the Aliens Act are a mere bagatelle.” 

If the Unionist Party should happen to come into power, TL suppose T may 
take it. for granted that you will do your best to have the Act altered in 
aceordanee with Vour W ishes ? 

“It is too late. The Unionist Party are more dominated by the Jews 
than the present Government. So far from the Act being made more stringent 
it would be relaxed, in the event you name, for nobody who has not the 
Jewish imprimatur has the slightest chance with the Unionist Party. Mr. 
Balfour's week-ends were habitually spent with Jews. The fact has not 
escaped my notice, because Lam thankful to say that Lhave a teaspoontal of 
Jewish blood in my veins; that the Aliens Act was settled in the very 
county where, for the first time, British troops have been excluded from 
practising the artof war on the estate of a member of the Jewish race 
who has settled here and reeeived British protection and the benefit: of 
British laws and freedom.” 

Some of his closest friends, added Mr. White, were Jews. He was moved 
to @nthusiasm by the boundless generosity of the race. “TT hada case,” he 
exclaimed, “which required help, even if the person were an opponent of 
Judaism, | should get it from Jews, which proves the old saving that Jews 
are often the friends of Christians. but that does not alter the fact that even 
if Jews were archangels you may have too much of a good thing.” 


The Housing Question in Stepney. 


The Finanee and Parliamentary Committee of the Stepney Borough 
Council have just presented to that Council an important report on the 
housing question in Stepney. The report bears out the statements on the 
subject made in these columns from time to time during the last few years. 
The Committee were instructed to inquire into “the increase which has 
recently taken place in the amounts of rents written off as irrecoverable, and 
also the increase in the number of empty hereditaments in the Borough.” 

The matter was referred to a Sub-Committee, which reported that not 
only in Stepney, but in a large number of other boroughs in London, the 
number of empty properties is on the increase. The Sub-Committee give a 
humber of reasons for the general prevalence of this state of affairs, and, 
several special reasons for its existence in Stepney. The former comprise 
(a) cheap and quick travelling, causing removals to the outer suburbs; (b) 
change in the character of the neighbourhood, making larger houses difficult 
to let; (c) the noise of trams, motor ‘buses, motors, and heavy locomotive 
traflic, causing removals from main roads in the wealthier districts; (d) 
removals from the older basement houses to more modern ones ; (e) the over- 
building of offices and flats in central borSughs;-(f) slackness in trade, 
causing empty business premises. 

In regard to Stepney itself, the Sub-Committee states that the reports 
from the rate-collectors corroborate that which is familiar to the 
members of oer py : (a) That there has been an enormous removal to the 
outer suburbs of the better-class inhabitants through the opening of the 
District Railway extension and the development of local railways and 
tramway facilities generally; (b) that the influx of foreigners caused many of 
the former inhabitants to remove farther away, and although that influx 
seems now to be decreasing, these previous inhabitants are not showing 
any desire to return; (c) a good deal of property is in a _ bad 
state of repair, and very old; (d) high rentals and slackness of riverside 
employment and depreciation of retail trade in certain main roads has caused 
a good many empties, particularly in shop property; (e) in two rate-collect- 
ing districts complaints are made of the too frequent visits of the Sanitary 
Officials. 

In another respect the Sub-Committee confirm the statements that have 
appeared in the Jewish Chronicle. The decrease in the demand for workshops 
and dwellings, they state, “has tended to lower the exorbitant rents and to 
the abolition of the pernicious system of *key-money’ in certain areas, 
Whilst it has proved that the best solution of the housing problem lies in 
cheap and rapid facilities for the workers, enabling them to live in the outer 
suburbs, and so relieve the congestion of the more central areas.” 

With reference to the future, the Sub-Committee express 
the Opinion that the improvement of the Port of London, ana 
the encouragement given to many trades requiring cheap power, by 
¢clectric motors and gas engines, will cause a greater demand for warehouses 
amd manufeeturing premises, and that the proximity of Stepney to the city, 
the markets and the docks, will prevent any further great decrease in the 
demand for workshops and dwellings.

Bul we 
must not laugh at him. He was an earnest, energetic man, bewailing the sad 
fortunes of his brethren in other lands, and having himself found a land ot 
rest, he was anxious to get others of his faith to share it, and certainly gave 
no countenance to such restrictions as those with which later Civilisations 
have seen fit to keep off their shores the suffering victims of Russian and 
Roumanian persecution. He therefore boldly proposed to Prince Maurice, 
the son and successor of William of Orange, that the Jews should enjoy [ree- 
dom of domicile in the Netherlands— not only de jure, but de facto. 

The Prince, emulating his great father, and setting a noble example [bat 
has ever since been worthily followed py his illustrious house gave the pro- 
posal his support, and in 1596 a congrégation, consisting of sixteen adi 
males, held divine service in Amsterdam, in a house belonging to Don Samuel.

When the Prince set out upon his eventful expe- 
dition to England in 1688, he had no seruple in aceepting from his friend, 
Baron Avernes le Gras (hetter known in Jewry iis Franciseo Lopes Suasso), 
the sum of two million guilders. The fact is vouched for by no meaner an 
authority than Frederick the Great in his Memoires. William IIL asked 
Suasso what security he would like. “ I want none,” replied the Jew. “If 
you succeed, | know you will repay me; if you do not, it doesn’t matter.” 
Possibly, nay probably— for was it not down. on the Minutes of the States 
General. Lopes Suasso remembered that loan of six hundred guilders to 
Simuel the Polack, and still more the funeral honours rendered him by Prince 
Maurice, the great-uncle of the Prince who now honoured him with his 
friendship. Again, when William, as King of England, crossed to Holland 
during a raging tempest in January, 1600, a, Thanksgiving Service for his 
sifety was held in the synagogues. But more."In the course of that very visit 
which nearly cost him his life, William, on coming to Amsterdam, lodges for 
throe days in the house of Moses Curiel, otherwise known as Geronimo Nunes 
da Costa, and upon the invitation of his host, no doubt, he pays a State visit 
to the handsome House of Prayer erected by the Portuguese in 1675.

The lecturer then enumerated many of the descendants of Levi Barend 
Cohen who have taken, and are still taking, so prominent a part in the affairs 
of the London Jewish community of to-day, and concluded his lecture by an 
eloquent tribute to the patriotism of the Duteh. 

Although the delivery of the leeture occupied fuliv an hour anda half, 
Mr. de Villiers held the attention of his audience throughout. The beautiful 
pietures were much admired, especially those of historical Jewish 
such as the Portuguese SVnagorue in Amsterdam, and hearty cheers were 
raised when the presentments were thrown on the screen of Manasseh ben 
Israel, Queen Wilhelmina (the Duteh National Anthem being in the meanwhile 
plaved on the plano by a lady member of the Society) aud Josef Israels, whom 
Mr. de Villiers described as the “ grand old man of Holland.” 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, said that 
whiat Was to him personally of very preat interest was the tracing of the 
ancestry of his family. Regarding the subject of the leeture, he was scareely 
competent to say anything, as in spite of his close family connection with 
Holland in the past and the fact that he had still relatives” living 
there, he had never been there. They in England should never for- 
vet how close was the connection between that country and Holland. 
In England he thought that in the hurry of modern life they did 
not, perhaps, devote suflicient time to research. One of the advan- 
tages he anticipated from lectures of the kind they had just listened to, was 
the inducement it gave to the audience to dive a little deeper into the 
history of the subjeet of what had been treated of, than was possible ina 
lecture of more or less short duration. He was sure nothing would please 
Mr. de Villiers more than if, on their return home, they were to study the 
history of Holland and see what it had done in the past for freedom in general 
and the Jews in particular. 

Mr. M. Dtparc seconded the vote, which was carried, and humorously 
acknowledged by Mr. De VILLIERS. 

Dr. M. A. Dutcu (the President of the Society), proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman, who briefly replied.

Judaism and Faith. 


By H. S. LEWIS, M.A. 


The Jewish religion can be considered under two aspects. It lays great 
ethic i| ana ceremonial observances, Traditional as our 
fathers understood it, was a. system of life nndér the Law. which claims to 
regulate the smallest and most intimate of human actions, lt is the purpose 
of other essavs.in this series to consider how far this proposition can be 
rightly asserted of modern Judaism. But. after all. Judaism is more than a 
religion of action: it is also a religion ol thought. It must rest at 
theory of God and the universe, or it becomes, on its ceremonial side, a mere 
unreasoning round of trivialities. Certainly it is less easy to discover the 
beliefs of Judaism, past and present, than to conduct a similar enquiry with 
regard to religious practice, which is so often manifested in actions, publiely 
performed, The degree of regularity in attendance at synagogue, the extent 
to which the Sabbath and the dietary laws are observed—such things can 
almost be measured by statisties and pictured on charts. There may be much 
doubt as to “ What ought to be?” There can be no doubt whatever as to 
“What is.” Changes in belief are far more impalpable; the external 
observer finds that they elude his attempts to analyse them, and even the 
believer himself cannot penetrate into the mysteries of his own heart. He 
may utter his confession of faith, by means of a venerable formula, such as 
the Thirteen Articles of the creed, but in what sense does he interpret the 
language which he uses? He does so, most probably, in a different sense from 
that intended by Maimonides, or even by himself, when, as a boy, he sang 
the Vigdal hymn in the synagogue. 

Has Judaism Dogmas? 

Before attempting to determine the nature of modern Jewish belief, it is 
necessary to refer to the theory, very popular since the age of Mendelssohn, 
that Judaism has no dogmas, that it lays no stress on belief but. only on 
actions, that it is the “ minimum of religion.” With what scorn would the old 
Rabbis have repelled such assertions! The beliefs in the resurrection, In 
revelation and in tradition were dogmas, essential to salvation. There 
might be some hope for the IRM? LET, who only sinned because his passions 
overmastered him, but there could be none for the O°V347 ver, who denied 
and defied. Now this position of the rabbis cannot be ours. 
We cannot believe that God will send his creatures’ to hell on 
account of an intellectual error. At the same time it is a much worse error 
to suppose that beliefs are of no importance. On the contrary, it is belief 
that can transfigure the most commonplace lives, that makes heroes and 
martyrs, that constitutes the true pre-eminence of man above the beast. Of 
this we can be quite sure, that if Judaism has now no faith, it must rediscover 
one or quickly perish. 

Faith and Reason. 

The Treat cause of faith v. reason is one in which final judgment can 
never be prondunced by mortal judge; the pleadings will not be completed 
until human knowledge and insight are made perfect. Some deny the right of 


faith to exist, because reason is the sole rightful sovereign of our actions. 
‘and thoughts. 


This idea is so far true that reason presides over the supreme 
court of appeal that has to adjudicate upon the claims of the various forces 
which seek to move us, The blindest adherent to authority does not yield to 
authority, except as the result of inward reasoning, conscious or unconscious. 
Still, reason should make no pretension to rule the little world within us, as 
an absolute monarch. It cannot claim to be more than a constitutional ruler, 
that must often obey forces which it cannot limit or even analyse, The 
greater subjects of speculation and the whole realm of the affections are 
almost entirely beyond its control. Despite the philosopher, we exist 
because we feel, just as much as because we think. Can we by intellectual 
searching find out God, or justify duty and renunciation, eternal hope and 
eternal trust? In the long run our intellect has to admit that all such 
endeavours fail, and we must either drift into agnosticism or realise that 
truth is revealed to us by intuitions as well as by our reasoning powers, 
Faith and Creed 

Still, it is one thing to recognise the need of faith and another to attempt 
the formulation of that faith in a creed. It is often maintained that religion 
should be undogmatic. Now dogma is a word which is sometimes used as a 
mere term of abuse, applied to those tenets of faith, quite arbitrarily 
selected, which the speaker happens to rejeet.. Objection to dogma may, 
however, rest upon a more logical foundation, for it may be argued that 
language is altogether inadequate to express the verities of faith, which can 
only be perceived darkly and vaguely. Just as the intellect cannot prove 
the truths which faith: discovers, so also it cannot define them in precise 
terms. Further, faith ig, to some extent, individual rather than collective. 
In the words of Ben Zoma, “Just as no two persons have the same face, so 
they have not the same ideas.” Each of these considerations is suflicient to 
show that no articles of belief which we may draft will give a final summary 
of religious truth. Still such attempts serve a useful purpose, because they 
enable us to realise our outlook on the universe and to compare it with that 
of others. The objectionable thing is not a creed, but the misuse of a creed. 
When it is employed as a standard of orthodoxy, by means of which we 
separate the sheep of our own party from the goats of opposing parties, it 
becomes a mere instrument of contention and persecution. The worst 
examples of creeds, that became sectional catch-words, have arisen outside 
Jewry, but the history of Judaism also supplies warnings against this misuse. 
The rival formularies of Rabbonite’ and Karaite, of Maimonist and anti- 
Maimonist, of Traditionalist and Reformer, have often accentuated 
differences unnecessarily and prevented the continuance of unity in Jewish 
sentiment, It would, however, be a mere counsel of despair, if we ceased to 
give some expression, however imperfect, to the faith which is in us. A little 
humility and good feeling are alone required, in order to enable us to express 
our own belief, whilst respecting that of others. 

We must guard against another abuse, to which articles of belief are 
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The Negative Side of Judaism. 

We are now led to consider in what the creed of Judaism CONSISTS, S 
have asserted that this creed is purely negative, and that our concept ic 
Judaism should resemble the theory of Maimonides concerning the Godly 
which, as he supposes, can only be known in so far as we deny to it quali: 
that would limit its essence, Such thinkers define Judaism as. the. repac 
tion of idolatory. We must surely agree that this negative side of Jud 
possesses ‘great value, and that “the everlasting Nay” is the first s:, 
towards salvation. Better no guide than a false guide. At the same tiny 
religion, worthy of the name, must contribute some positive teaching . 
cerning action and thought. “The just lives by his faith,” and not by 
negations, although the latter may well be the condition precedent to 
faith. It becomes, therefore, important for us to determine the posi: 
teaching of Judaism: that is, of that form of Judaism which is cred 
to Us. 


Beliefs, Past and Present. 

At this point there must be a hiatus in a brief essay such as t})i- 
Logically, it would be impossible to sketch the creed of Judaism except att. 
a long historical enquiry and an examination of the dogmas put forward f. 
our acceptance. But lam not writing a treatise on Judaism, and | must is). 
my readers toallow me to take a great deal for granted. The all-importan: 
distinction between the present and the past is the consequence of the 
changed attitude towards revelation, which is now general throughout t}). 
educated world. 
or at least an infallible Pentateuch. This “dogma of the Perfect, Immutab!e«. 
and Divine Code” still lingers amongst Jews not affeeted by modern thought. 
but is elsewhere dead. We have come to recognise that our Scriptures 
include human as well as Divine elements; religious error as wellas religiou- 
truth. The great doctrine of evolution is seen to apply to the spirltual as to 


the material world; the idea of progress has superseded the idea of finality. 


The breath of God stirs within the hearts of men: His light and truth lead 
them throughout the ages towards the promised land of perfect knowledge. 
The Bible is a unique record of the past operation of the Divine Spirit. 
Still, the writers of that record were the creatures of their time, sometimes 
liable to be misled by ignorance and superstition, by national. prejudices and 
occasional fits of mere passion. It was Divine inspiration which caused the 
author of Deuteronomy to teach us the unity of God, and to exhort us that we 
should love the Lord with all our heart and might. On the other hand, he was 
largely mistaken in his views on the operations of Divine providence. Whilst 
the connection between the righteousness of a people and its nationa! 
efliciency is partially verified by history, the somewhat mechanical sequence 
of events, predicated by the Deuteronomist, does not exist. Virtue must be 
content to constitute its own reward. The recompense of right-doing |» 
peace of conscience, not rain in its due season plentesus 
crops. Instead of believing that inspiration was suspended after the closing 
of the Biblical canon, we hold that new messages of divine truth reach mian- 
kind in every age and that the errors of the past are gradually dissipated, 
The inspiration of the Bible is only a supreme example of the workings of Ue 
divine spirit throughout human history. 
Tradition. 

It may be thought that we are travelling somewhat far from the Judaisi 
of the old school, but there is one unifying idea, which is most valuable in 
maintaining religious continuity. This is the conception of tradition, which 
has always played so great a part in the history of Judaism. © Of course the 
Rabbis sometimes spoke as though our oral traditions were revealed to 
Moses in their entirety, but the principal of development was not excluded 
Each school of sages exercised a power of interpretation, which only differed 
from legislation in form bat not in substance. Thus our traditions, whethe: 
relating to observances or doctrines, have grown and taken shape in the 
course of the ages. On the legal side, changes have been small during the 
long period when the Talmud was recognised as of absolute authority. The 
theory of Judaism has always been far more elastic. Respect for tradition 
and a large measure of speculative freedom have combined to secure »& 
continuity of growth, which was not entirely suspended in the darkes' 
moments of medizeval repression. It is our task to continue the application 
of these two great principles to the needs of our own times. 

The ‘* lkkarim.”’ 

Joseph Albo, who has written the most complete, if not the most original, 
work on the principles of Judaism, declares that revealed. religion implics 
three essential dogmas there must be (1), a divine law-giver, who (2), declares 
his will to man, and (3), enforees obedience. In other words, we must believe 
in the existence of God, in a divine law, in divine retribution. These three 
principles may well be accepted by modern Judaism as the headings of its 
creed. Let us try to develop each principle in somewhat greater detail. 

: The Existence of God. 

First then, as to belief in the existence of God. This dogma has never 
been understood by the Jew as the recognition of a mere metaphysica! 
abstraction. Although God is unconditioned and unknowable in His essence, 
yet He makes Himself known to man. How can we accept this paradox ” 
God is known through His works, say the medieval Rabbis, and they are 
able to appeal to Scriptural authority and to the testimony of our own 
hearts. The question admits of another answer, which is yet more funda- 
mental. God is known to us, because His presence dwells within us, so that 
“the true Shekinah is man.” Also the saints, whose spiritual experience is 
deeper than ours, confirm our faith by their assurances: their lives are a 
revelation of the Divine glory.t Thus we are encouraged to have faith in 


* In the “ Union Prayer Book,” published by the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, the second benediction of the Amidah is made to read “Praise be to Thee 
() God, who hast implanted within us immortal life.” The change is unnecessary, for

should be regulated by a sense of man’s responsibilty to his Maker, and 
partly to the moral Creation, to the building up of a holier, happier, better 
ordered world, Unless the “ Mission of Israel" is a meaningless phrase, Jews 
must take an active share in this work. If the time came for writing a new 
Jewish creed, one of the articles should be, “I believe with a perfect faith in 
the brotherhood of man.” Indeed, the old Jewish creed, rightly understood, 
mplies as much, for it regards benevolence not as a favour, but as a 
duty. To deprive the poor of gifts is not merely unkindness, but theft. The 
feeling of social obligation is characteristic of Jewish orthodoxy, both in 
theory and in practice. It has been reserved, however, for modern thought 
to rediscover the principle of the Mosaic code, that kindly relations 
hetween individuals must be supplemented by legal enactments, by means of 
which the machinery of the State is applied to the betterment of social con- 
ditions. The motive power of all such social reform is belief in the brother- 
hood of man, which can reasonably be held only by those who have faith in 
the possibility of human improvement and in the coming of a Messianic age. 
Judaism has supplied the seed from which this harvest will grow-——nay, from 
which it has begun already to. grow. The development of social enthusiasm 
is the most striking characteristic of our generation. It has brought a 
religious spirit into the lives of many who would themselves Fepudiate the 
mme of religion, although they supply unconscious testimony to the value of 
the old Hebrew teaching. The social reformer of to-day ean still gain 
mspiration from the burning words of Isaiah and Amos; the code of laws, 
current in ancient Israel, will teach statesmen principles of universal appli- 
But no race ean live on its remote past, and the value of Judaism to 
the modern world will be judged by the performances of the modern Jew. We 
claim to be good citizens of the countries in which we live; too often we 
strive to substantiate this claim by exaggerating the national prejudices and 
sectional selfishness of our Gentile neighbours. It is true that Jewish charity 
is still worthy of honour, but much more is required of us if we are to be true 
t Social evils cannot be cured, except through the spirit of

our mission. 
wisdom and justiee, whieh will remove abuses and reconstitute society on 
hetter and surer foundations. In such a work, those who called themselves a 
thosen people, dare not lag behind. By his conduct in all the relations of 
life, a Jew must prove to the world that his religion makes him a better and 
nore serviceable man. Thus to sanctify the name of God is no small part of 
Israel's mission. Whether as employer or workman, as landlord or tenant, as 
debtor or creditor, the Jew must display a sense of honour and humanity. 
The worst enemies of Judaism are not the anti-Semites, but our own seekers 
after unfair bargains, our grasping employers and cruel landlords, our book- 
makers and fraudulent bankrupts. Public opinion within our community 
must condemn such persons with unmistakable emphasis, if we wish to 
exercise a good and effective influence on the outside world. Similarly, it is 
our duty to raise the tone in whieh publie questions are discussed. The prin- 
Ciples of Judaism may not always enable us to decide whether we are to be 
Conservatives, or Liberals, or Socialists, but they should certainly warn us 
‘gainst the selfishness, the claptrap and unveracities, which so often disfigure 
all politieal parties,

Another aspeet of Judaism must not be ignored. Israel is only one race 
out of many, and the ideal of our religion is the good of humanity. — In that

Conservative Judaism and 
Modern Thought. 
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tO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


STK, l regret that the pressure of my professional duties prevents hie’ 
from replying to your esteemed correspondent, Dr. Salis Daiches, save in the 
very briefest outline. 

Dr. Daiches upholds his conception of a Judaism as independent of Jews 
as are the stars and ‘the planets, of a Judaism without Jews to believe its 
doctrines and perform its ceremonies. The notion is an uncanny one, and 
doubtless many of your readers will share my perplexity. It is reminiscent 
of the passage in “ Alice in Wonderland " eonecerning the Cheshire Cat. That 
famous animal is endowed with the power of vanishing at will; its grin, how- 
ever, remains visible for some time after its total disappearance. “Well!” 
comments Alice on this, “Ive often seen a cat without a grin; but a grin 
without a cat! It’s the most curious thing I ever saw in all my life.” 

Il draw the analogy because it seems a just one and because I imagine that 
the author intended by his allegory to typify a very common intirmity of 
human thought. Dr. Daiches says “that our physical laws do not, happily, 
apply to the realm of ideas.” Now as a physical law is nothing more or less 
than a relationship that exists between certain of our ideas, the proposition 
in which Dr. Daiches finds food for gratulation looks very like a 
contradiction in terms. Dr. Daiches refuses to accept my view that the ideas 
of Judaism are the product of a slow, upward, evolution of the Hebrew mind 
and that the steps whereby the early Hebrews arrived at their knowledge of 
the One God, the Ruler of Heaven and earth, are strictly comparable to the 
steps whereby the Greeks arrived at their conception of Zeno and the Norse- 
men at that of Odin, the differences between the respective Deities being 
dependent on certain tendencies in the minds of these nations. Dr. Daiches 
asks,in rather a beautiful passage, “ Has it never occurred to your corre- 
spondent that while the creations of the Greeks and of the Teutons, of the 
Celts and of the Norsemen, have long since disappeared from earth and 
Heaven, and their efligies——both those shaped by the artistic Greek and by 
the valiant Norsemen—have been relegated to our museums (where 
serve as object lessons to students of art as wellas to students of comparative 
religion) the God of Israel, the author of * Thou shalt not murder, and * Thou 
shalt not steal, still thrones as the Most High, as the Father of man, the 
Maker of Nature, and that the proclamation *tl am the Lord thy God” still 
forms the introduction to the Commandments upon the observance of which 
the existence of humanity and the whole of our social order depends ?” 

Translated into the language of philosophy and ruined no doubt in point 
of literary style, this would run: Has it never occurred to your correspondent, 
ete. . . . « » that the God of Israel, to whom our ancestors 
their own detestation of murder and of theft, is still regarded by orthodox 
Jews as throned in the Most High as the Father of man, the Maker of Nature ; 
furthermore that the proclamation “lam the Lord thy God” still forms the 
introduction to the Commandments, which are verbal symbols expressing, t 
the imperative mood, those moral feelings on which the existence of humanity 
and of the whole of our social order depends; feelings possessed by our 
ancestors in a pre-eminent degree, though not exclusively, and by them 
attributed to their national Deity in accordance with a well-known law of 
comparative religion ? 

Dr. Daiches must really furnish your readers with a cagent reason in 


support of his view that Judaism does not conform to the laws that regulate. 


the growth of all other religions. The persistence of Judaism is, of course, 
a noteworthy fact, but with our modern ideas about the survival of the fittest, 
the continued existence of an “unfit” religion such as Buddhism is much 
more surprising. 

With regard to the subject of the Mission of Israel, Dr. Daiches quotes 
the following statement of mine: “ Most absurd of all is the task to which 
the * Missionaries of Israel’ would apply themselves— that of reforming the 
unregenerate Christian by weaning him of his heretical theological views and 
by enlisting him among the worshippers of the One God.” Dr. Daiches asks : 
“Why should it be more absurd for a Christian to believe in One God than in 
three 2? It is not a question of absurdity greater or less: A Christian who 
adopts the strictly monotheistic belief, ceases to be a Christian. 

Your correspondent next inquires: “Is it more in accordance with the 
nature of the English or the German race to believe in Three than in One ?” 

Can anyone who attaches weight to the facts of history doubt it? The 
religion of these races since they emerged from barbarism has been con- 
sistently and uniformly trinitarian. Unitarian sects have, from time to time, 
sprung up, but their suecess has always been of the seantiest. To say that a 
nation has always been trinitarian in religious belief and to say that it is 
more in accordance with the nature of that nation, to believe in three rather 
than in One, are two ways of expressing the self-same fact; the difference is 
merely verbal. 

Finally, Dr. Daiches asks: “Is it (the belief in Three) more conducive to 
moral perfection?” In answering this question there are,two factors to be 
considered ; firstly, what I may term the intristic merits of the belief, and 
secondly, the nature of the minds which entertain it. History teaches that 
the Aryan mind is an uncongenial soil for the growth of monotheism, and, if 
so, the grand Hebrew conception, so eminently titted to the Semitic mind, is 
little likely to conduce to the moral perfection of Aryans. The loveliest 
flower may wither on an uncongenial soil. The fallacy underlying most 
conversionist movements is that a man changes his nature when he adopts a 
new religious belief. Anyoae who has met a converted Jew knows that in 
essential features his nature is unchanged; that he feels the same emotions 
as formerly though he may express them in a different dialect. As for the 
rara avis, a Christian converted to Judaism, | have never met one, and so can 
only judge by analogy. When, however, our “ Missionaries of Israel” get 
beyond the introspective stage ‘and, take to genuine apostasising, we may 
have an opportunity for judging of the merits of their work by direct 
observation.

The CHAIRMAN. ‘Councillor A, VALENTINE), in opening the proceedings, 
Said that their efforts were. 2s knew, To make arrangements the 
defeat of a measure which would injure all those represented at that gather- 
ing, and would bear very h irrdiv on the. majority of them. The resolutions 
indicated the line on which the defence would be conducted. Only by co- 
operation and working together in an organised manner could this be 
properly carried out. Having drawn attention to the representative 
character of the conference, he pointed out that it was entirely non-political, 
and that its members were brought together by the determination that the 
Bill, whieh would take away their means of living, should not pass through 
Parliament. lly sincerely hoped that the outcome of their deliberations 
would be the first decisive step in. the present straggle, one which would 
safeguard for a long time the livelihood of men who only asked for freedom 
to earn what was necessary for the support of their families. (Applause. 

Mr. BOS. STRAUS, M.P.. said he had no doubt they knew the history of that 
Sunday Closing business as one which had extended over a number of years, 
and he believed he Was right in saving that there was no chance of Lord 
Avebury's Bill, as drafted, ever becoming law in that free country. 
“Applause, if. however, the Bill did become law, it would be a disgrace to 
the Statute Book. He had, on two occasions, given evidence on 
that question, and he hoped that that evidence had been consistent and 
fearless, and that he had dealt with the question from all points of view. 
But he was of the opinion that the Bill should be dealt with on the grounds 
of hygiene rather than on the grounds of religion. Legislation having for its 
object the enforcement of one day's rest in seven would have the entire and 
enthusiastic support of everyone. (Hear, hear. But if legislation was 
going to say upon what day that rest should be taken, it was no longer fair, 
no longer just, and certainly un-English. Hear, hear.) In his opinion, no 
business and ne pleasures should be permitted during the hours of devotion 
on Sunday, which was the Sabbath of the Hajority of people, that would 
annoy the worshippers. lf a coster were to take his stand outside a 
church or near a place of religious devotion, and were to become, in 
any sense of the word, a nuisance, or, he might say, an obstruction, 


to those people using that place of worship, he should be prepared to, 


Say that the man could, by the laws of the land and the bye-laws of the 
district, be severely dealt with (Hear, Hear.) The Jew who opened his 
business every day in the week, including Saturdays and the Jewish holidays, 
did not have his sympathiv. There were certain markets in their midst 
which would be detrimentally affected, if not killed, were the Bill enforced. 
He referred to one, the market in Middlesex Street. He knew it well. and 
required ho police evidence concerning it. It was admirably conducted, and 
nothing happened in it that was detrimental in any way to the places of reli- 
gious worship in the neighbourhood. That market was very necessary to a 
very large proportion of the working classes. Legislation had no right, in his 
Opinion, to confiscate markets for which there was a legitimate demand. As 
regarded the Bill, he would repeat that he trusted and believed it had no 
chance of becoming law. There was a Bill being supported by the National 
Hygienic League which was being backed by Mr. Goddard Clarke, M.P., a 
Whitechapel ratepaver. That Bill as it stood, with the suggestedamendments of 
the Board of Deputies, would be a most admirable measure. Proceeding, he said 
that they had doubtless read the speeches of two members of the House of Lords 
who had expressed the view that the Liberal Government would not take up 
such a measure, which was devoid of fairness, and which had no backing 
from the masses. .This was the feeling of the present government, and he 
would say without fear and without diffidence that they would be enabled to 
clip Lord Avebury’s wings by bringing in the Hvgienie Bill which would leave 
the Jew who kept his Sabbath free to work on Sundays so long as he did not 
become a nuisance to his neighbour. (Loud applause.) The utterance of Lord 
Crewe had been very apt, and he entirely agreed with him that it was a cruel 
Shame that a man who was a good Jew should be penalised, while a bad Jew 
should be encouraged. That was unfair and unjust: he entirely agreed and 
hoped that the working class would join unanimously in their campaign 
uvainst it. Touching pon the forees that had been hacking up the Bill, Mr. 
Straus observed that it was the thin, or rather the thiek. end of a very big 
wedge against that absolute religious equality which was upheld by the 
highest dignitaries of the land. (Cheers.) The Englishman disliked nothing 
nore than having his religion interfered with. It was not a question of 
Liberal or Tory or Labour parties, It was just a question of common-sense. 
He hoped that common-sense would prevail; that Jew and Gentile would unite 
in this pressing question, and as long as they remained good citizens of the 
State they were a credit to the State to which they belonged. If they 
approved of the attitude adopted by the Board of Deputies, and supported it, 
he felt confident they would be going in the right direction and that they 
would ultimately sueceed, The Deputies knew exactly what was needed and 
were with them, and with their help he felt sure they would gain the results 
they were dearly trying for. (Applause). 

Lieut.-Colonel T. W. RICHARDSON (a pastor of the Seventh Day Baptist 
Church, Islington), said he heartily endorsed the words of the previous 
speaker. He had been enabled to have a word with Lord Avebury on 
the subject of the measure which was perplexing them, and his Lordship had 
observed: “I suppose it would have been better if the day had not been 
changed?” (Applause). That, in his opinion, was not the question. The 
question was that a public which kept Saturday or Sunday as their respective 
day of rest should be permitted to continue as hitherto.

VR. HERBERT EVANS ON THE HOUSING QUESTION, 
oy), Saturday evening, at the Beth Hamidrash, an illustrated lecture on 
“The Homes of the Poor” was delivered by Mr. Herbert Evans. H.M 
Inspector of Factories, 
“The Rev. DAYAN A. FELDMAN, in introducing the lecturer, said that Mr. 
Eyans Was no stranger to them, that being the third session during which he 
wut jeetured before them, Mr. Evans knew the streets and the houses of 
Ghetto as well as any of them. The lecturer had, however. kept him in 
-k as to the exact localities he intended dealing with. 
\ir. EvANS, Who was cordially received, said that there was a consider- 
ypount of pathos in the subject of his discourse. In select ing the title, 
rho Homes of the Poor,” he had done so_in order to make it as GComprehen- 
. it possibly could be, though, for purposes of comparison, he would not 
jdepict some of the homes of the wealthy, too. He hoped to show them 
~ of the stately homes of England and some of the rookeries and dens of 
ds poor. He was reminded, in trying to make clear to them why it 
essary to show both sides of the question, of a departed friend of his 
hen discussing the economic condition of the poor of Whitechapel, 
it he had one consolation, a strange, almost grotesque, consolation. 
He cays reflected that he and Lord Rothschild had a deal of wealth

| lot. (Laughter.) As regarded the pictures, the slides were taken from 
el photographs. No soap or pressing-iron had been used in their 
development. All told their true story, aml he was sorry to say it WAS a 
distressing and cruel tale. He particularly hoped that after the lecture they 
i ply him with questions. He would start by saying that in London 
iself, they had it on the authority of Lord Avebury, two-and-a- 
hilt millions of inhabitants were improperly housed, That was a very 
serious state of affairs. No words of his could picture that better than. they 
| discover themselves in their own particular locality. It meant that 
the very fibre of the nation was being sapped at its very sources. They 
should try to do everything to remedy that unfortunate state of affairs. He 
went on to speak of the dishousing of the working classes, and referred to the 
houndary Street, Spitalfields, district that had been cleared at an enormous 
cost, resulting in the displacement of 5,870 persons. Of that number, 11 
went to reside in the new dwellings that had been erected on the spot. He 
did not cavil with any circumstances that hindered the rehousing, though it 
could not but be remarked that the majority of these displaced tenants were 
driven from one area to another near by. They made slums, and thus 
ntensified the existing overcrowding. These slums became ten times 
prolific of evil consequences as a result of clearance schemes, 
except where the new conditions were precisely what were required. 
The rent question in the case of the model dwellings was likewise 
a cause of overcrowding in the slums. The unhealthy and, in many 
terrible and repulsive housing conditions of the poor in the 
provinces were detailed by the lecturer, who scornfully remarked that he 
did not know where there were so many bad working-class dwellings as in 
the University town of Oxford, where it was significant there were practically 
no resident Jews. Referring to unhealthy housing conditions on the outskirts 
of London, he drew the attention of the audience to cases that had come 
within his purview recently. There was one case which was the worst 
that had come under his notice. Six houses, in the last stages of dilapidation, 
were condemned by the magistrate. Those six houses belonged to a Jew, 


more 


ut it was not an orthodox Jew who owned those places. He hoped 
that by mentioning the fact he would not be considered discourteous 
t» his audience, but he desired to be impartial in the statement 


He was of the opinion, and he believed they would agree with him, 
that the home life of the humble dweller in town and in country was not 
excelled by the home life of the stately homes of-England. The poor dwellers 
in cottages and in the crowded streets provided the backbone of the 
country. It was misfortune only which placed them dmid such surroundings. 
To let people live thus was against the tenets of religion. They could not 
but denounee it for its devitalising effect. In Liverpool they were told that 
eeven thoasand people had their habitation in cellars. But he could say that 
ve had ne knowledge of cellars being used for that purpose in East London. 
There were, it was stated, one hundred thousand preventable deaths in 
every year, and he congratulated the East End upon its low death-rate, 
(upon its immunity from crime during the past year. Pictures of model 
dwellings in Hornsey were thrown on the screen, Mr. Evans remarking that 
he would like the Jewish people to break down their habit of ™ squatting © 
one particular quarter of the city., The appearance of each picture was 
companied by some witty interpretation, A picture of hoppers elicited 
‘ie remark that he would sooner be hopping in Kent at any time than tailoring 
Whitechapel. A perspective view of Black Lion Yard, Whitechapel, was 
‘at first recognised by the audience, » fact which evoked the lecturer's 
servation that he regarded, as discreditable to their knowledge of the 
ography of Whitechapel, their inability to recognise one of the busiest 
L most exciting portions of the district. (Laughter.) Pictures of Jewish 
‘stablishments in St. George's-in-the-East spoke more plainly than the most 
‘ioquent of descriptions. But it was significant that the greater number of 
slides shown related to unspeakable habitations in the provinces, while, of 
‘hose bearing on the homes of London's poor, very few related to Jewish 
conditions that needed improvement. ly concluding the lecture, Mr. Evans 
‘hanked his audience for the interest they had shown. If the result had been 
olf as interesting to them as it had been to himself, they could congratulate 
‘homselves on having had an instructive evening. 

Dayan FELDMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, cLrew 
attention to the enormous amount of trouble Mr. Evans had taken in the 
preparation of the lecture. He had visited nearly all provincial towns in 
‘order to gather material for his slides. They hoped that speedily, and in 
‘heir day, the evils Mr. Evans had shown them and told them of would be 
remedied. They had no doubt been impressed by the pictures of stately 
homes that had been shown to them, pictures that had shown the homes of 
the poor at a disadvantage. As far, however, as the virtues were concerned, 
the poor could hold their own. He was sure that nowhere in these grand 
homes could they find greater evidence of patience, of perseverance, family 
«lection, devotion and religious feeling, virtues which certainly characterised 
the homes of the poor. Mr. Evans had touched upon the rate of infant 
mortality, and he (Mr. Feldman) would like to supplement that by saying that 
it Was not only the insanitary dwellings which contributed to that mortality. 
ere were other factors, such as the care shown by mothers in the up- 

ging of their children, a fact which had been prominently brought oat tn

Mr. EVANS, in the course of his reply, said he appreciated their kindly 
acknowledgment of his efforts. He certainly agreed with Mr. Feldman in 
regard to the virtues shown by the Jewish poor of the locality, where he con- 
sidered virtue reached a high state, People in Stepney had no need to wash 
their soiled linen in the King’s Bench Division ‘hear, hear), as did some of 
those of the stately homes of England. But there were things to be said 
against the home of the poor, Bad housing conditions developed destitation, 
demoralisation, drink, crime, disease, and certainly developed death; and 
with all the Jewish virtues, with all their religion and their splendid charae- 
teristics, if they could not do anything fo raise the social condition of their 
people, their mission in this world was absolutely useless. He admired the 
dew, He eould not but help admiring the courage of their men and women. 
But it was sad to see their children torn from them in the flower of their age, 


torn from them as the result of social conditions which had denied the 
parents the most elementary necessities for bringing those young 
lives to fruition. With all that religion could’ do, and with all that 


philanthropy was enabled to accomplish, it would do ten times more if it 

directed its energy to improving the social condition of the people. Till that 

Was accomplished, all other efforts must necessarily sink into’ insignificance. 
Applause, Mr. Evans coneluded by saving that he would have no hesitation, 
When the opportunity occurred, of coming amongst them once again. 


Jewish Lads’ Clubs. 


Hutchison House. 

The annual report of the Hutehison House Lads’ Club, which has just 
been issued, isa very interesting document, dealing as it doesnot only with 
the work of the club itself. but also with the social conditions which it was 
established to The the 
development of the club during the past year, The membership has greatly 
increased and several workers have joined the manayers., 

The Committee of the Club comprises a member of the Education Com- 
mittee of the London County Council, managers of six local schools and the 
headmaster of one of the neighbouring schools. Attendance of members at 
Various technical institutes and evening continuation classes is encouraged 
as far as possible, and half their subseription is remitted for regular atten- 
dance. — There is no accommodation at the club for additional classes which 
would compete with those in existence elsewhere. Classes are held in reading, 
recitation. and singing. 

An important paragraph in the report deals with religious work. Services 
for Jewish boys in the neighbourhood were held in the Club on the high festivals, 
and a service for boys and girls is held at the Club on Friday evenings though 
not under club auspices. The report states that as the Club is strictly un- 
denominational no regular definitely religious stork he attempted,

The report calls attention to the long hours” prevailing in certain 
inclustries. and in this ceonnection it is stated that the hours of work of 
apprentices of the Jewish Board of Guardians are uniformly high and con- 
siderably in excess of those obtaining amongst other bovs. The figures show, 
too, that amongst Jewish masters venerally, the number of hours per 
week required is considerably greater than with non-Jewish employers. 
Among the features of the club are athletic sports, library, debates, 
lectures, a club magazine, concerts, choral section, all varieties of 
indoor games, refreshments, free bath, ete. A successful camp, “ described 
by those who saw it as a model,” was held at Deal in the summer. The 
club has achieved notable successes in the competitions of the Federation of 
London Working Boys’ Clabs and the Jewish Athletic Association. Owing to 
the large amount of work which the club undertakes, a considerable expendi- 
ture is required, and the Committee make a strong appeal for financial 
support. There is a deticit of over £100, The assured income of the club 
amounts only to £180 out of the £250 required from the public. 

As announced in our last. issue, Sir Marcus Samuel will open an exhibition 
of the work To-morrow evening at p.m., and Lady Samuel distribute the 
prizes. The exhibition will be open on Sunday afternoon to the parents and 
employers of the members. 

, On Sunday the first “children’s party” was held at the Club. The 
members invited their younger brothers and sisters, and entertained them 
right rovally.

think it my duty to pomt out. M. Faitloviteh brought two young 
Falashas back from his journey in Abyssinia. This he did without the 


authority of Barow Edmond de Rothschild, who defrayed the expenses of his 
journey, and without even knowing himself what he was going to do with 
them, M. Faitloviteh stayed with these two young Falashas in Paris 
for several weeks during the autumn of 1905, trying to find someone 
to take care of them. But his efforts were fruitless. Baron Edmond, among 
others. did not think well of this initiativeof M. Faitloviteh. Winter arrived, 
and as no-one was willing to look after these two Falashas, who were 
shivering with cold in their hotel bedroom, the Alliance admitted 
them inte their Normal School lor Oriental teachers at Auteuil. 
There they received a general education, and also studied Hebrew, ete., 
in Whieh they made notable progress. But M. Faitloviteh., who expected tw 
control their edueation. on seeing that this was not to be so, took one of 
these voung Falashas away, against our will, and without our knowledge, 
in order to tind him a position in Florence. Later, he took the second away. 
As there were nwo legal means of keeping these two voung men with us, we 
were bound to acquiesce in this act of abduetion. 

We did not deem it wise to protest in the Press against this proceeding, 
because we do not consider that these matters are of public interest, But 
inv convietion is that the place for these young Falashas was our Normal 
School, and that they would have finished their education better there than 
anvwhere else, 

~ | have also a few observations to make upon the attitude imputed to the 
Alliance towards the * Pro Falashas Committee.” But | think that those 
are not questions which concern public opinion, and that they must be

Zangwitll holds to all the other ideals of the Zionists, but is willing, since the 
very land of his fathers cannot be secured, to work for a permanent home 
where the peculiar, people will once more create the social and political

Moritz Rappaport. 

Sunday will complete a century since the death of Moritz Rappaport, 
‘he poet and physician. A member of a family that had given Jewry many a 
man of mark and learning, Moritz Rappaport was born at Lemberg. He was 
»cousin of the celebrated scholar and rabbi, Solomon Judah Rapoport. 
Voritz’ Rappaport studied medicine, and in due course graduated as a doctor 
fhis science. He then returned to Lemberg and practised as one of its 
leading physicians for forty years. At the same time, he took a deep and 
practical interest in local communal affairs. He was principal physician of 
the Jewish Hospital, and assisted in the administration of the synagogue, the 
school, the orphan asylum, and the poorhouse. He died at Vienna in 1880. Of 
his pocmns, the best known are “ Moses,” an epic-lyric in five cantos, and 
*Hebruische-Gesinge,” translations of the Song of Songs, Lamentations, &c. 
The Family. 

fhe Rappaport or Rapoport family which is very widespread and numerous, 
caims a common Kohenitic origin. The name is derived from “Rapa” and 
“Porto” “ The Raven” and “ Porto,” the latter being an Italian city, and the 
iven designating the outstretched hands of the Cohanim engaged in blessing 
the people.

Atmore serious mistake has been made by Rabbi - Leonard Levy, of Pittsburg, 
a reeently-published sermon, entitled “A Jewish View of the Messiah.” 
Ur. Levy writes: “Says no less an authority than the great Rabbi Hillel, who 
ived in the first century before the Christian era,* We no more look for the 
coming of a (personal) Messiah, because he already came in the days of 
Hezekiah." The preacher has fallen into a common error. The author of 
(lis saving was not the great Hillel, who lived in the first century of the 
Christian era, but Rabbi Hillel a different personage altogether. This 
Rabbi Hillel lived in the third century, A.c., and was a contemporary of 
Vricen, who consulted him on different passages of Scripture. The other 
Hillel is usually designated “ Hillel the Elder.” 
The Hittites. 
the recent German excavations in Cappadocia that have been communi- 
Cited trom Berlin are of the utmost moment to Biblical students. In the 
heart of ancient Cappadocia, not far from Angora, Dr. Winckler and his 
‘cogues have discovered an entire library of clay tablets dating from the 
lourtceenth and fifteenth centuries B.c,. They are the historical archives of 
Hittite monarchs, and embody the correspondence which they had with 
‘fe contemporary rulers of Egypt and Assyria. When deciphered they will 
‘ound to add considerably to our knowledge of the ancient Orient. Much 
it We know already about the Hittites is due to the discoveries that have 


been made in Egypt and Assyria, and the new excavations will not only 
‘Upplement our present information, but will likewise contirm it. Thus we 
‘uow trom Egyptian history of a treaty of peace which Rameses LIL. concluded 
With the Hittites, which provided among other things (in curious confirmation 
o! kxodus i... 10) that “if the subjects of King Rameses should come to the 
Kine of the Hittites, the King of the Hittites is not to receive them, but to 


lorce them to return to Rameses, the King of Egypt.” The text of this 
'reaty has now been rediscovered in Cappadocia, along with a letter sent by 
the wife of Rameses to her Royal sister of the Hittites, expressing her 
‘alistaction at its ratification. 


Abraham Mapu. 
Just a century ago to-day Abraham Mapu, the novelist and Neo- 


Hebraist, was born near Kovno. Mapu had the Hebrew and religious educa- 
‘on customary among boys of his class and country. At first Jewish 


‘iysticism gained a great influence over him and with the encouragement of 
his lather, himself a cabalist, while still a boy Abraham Mapu devoted 
himself to the study of the mystical literature of the Jews, An effort

Emile Pereire 


IS00-IN75) shone asa financier and captain of indnstry. He 
was one of the founders of the Crédit Foncier de France and the Societe 
Generale du Credit Mobilier. A considerable portion of the railway system 
of France is due to his initiative and he was moreover interested in numerous 
important enterprises operating in different parts of Kurope. In other 
directions a8 politician, as author, and as journalist, he also obtained 
prominence, His brother Isaac (1806-1880) shared in all his enterprises, 
and like him, acquired fame through them. As an author and a journalist, he 
was even better known than his brother. Isaac also shone as a philanthropist. 
Above all, both brothers were devoted adherents of St. Simonism. Isaac's 
son Eugene, followed in the footsteps of his father and uncle. as politician, 
capitalist, captain of industry and author. He acted as Consul-ieneral for 
Persia, was awarded the Commandership of the Legion of Honour and was a 
member of the Central Jewish Consistory of France. In him the spirit of his 
gcreat-grandfather seemed to move, for he also took a deepynterest in the 
education of deaf-mutes. 


Jacob Rodrigues Pereire. 


M. Gustave Pereire, who has just been elected to the Central Consistoire 
of France, belongs to a family inany of whose members have attained to dis- 
tinction in France. Jacob Rodrigues Pereire (1715-1780) was the pioneer of 
deaf-mute teaching in that country. He himself was born in Spain, a Marrano, 
the son of Abraham Rodrigues Pereira. On the death of his father, he and his 
mother escaped to Bordeaux. After ten years’ study and experiments with 
a view to benefiting deaf-mutes, his efforts were recognised by the Royal 
Academy of Belles-Lettres, at Caen. Henceforward his recognition was 
general. He received a pension from the King, was welcomed and applauded 
by the Academy and was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of London. 
To Jews he will be remembered as having been instrumental in legalising 
the settlement of Portugese Jews on French soil. 


Nicolas Tchaykovsky. 


The spirited address of:M. Aladyn, at the opening of the Russian Club 
urging the taking of steps for the release of his friend, Nicolas Tchaykovsky, 
has not passed unheeded. In the course of his twenty years’ residence here, 
Tchaykovsky made a host of Jewish friends who sympathised with his Reform 
views. He had many English admirers in intellectual circles, and his, 
imprisonment in the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul has evoked the protest 
of Londoners and New Yorkers. The Americans have forwarded a petition to 
the Russian Ambassador at Washington, and the outcome of the appeal ts 
being watched with feverish interest, particularly on the East Side. 
Tcehaykovsky, seemingly, was affected with home sickness, and journeyed to 
St. Petersburg to visit some old friends, fondly hoping that the Tsar's 
amnesty proclamation of 1905 would ensure his freedom from official molesta- 
tion. His hopes, however, were doomed, and this aged reformer is now 
incarcerated in the worst of Russian prisons. The efforts of his numerous 
friends are as unrelaxing as ever. 


The Book of Esther: Chinese Parallels. 

Ata recent meeting of the China Association, a Mr. Kopsch lectured on 
the Book of Esther, arid illustrated and amplified his address by parallels 
drawn from Chinese history.” Referrfng to the feast of the King in the 
early part of Esther, he said it was. claimed that some of the feasts of 
rejoicing of the Chinese Emperors had rivalled the feast of Ahasuerus. One 
of them ruve a feast lasting seventeen days.

on Communal Mr. S. Finburgh presided, and, in welcoming the 
Needs. lecturer, spoke of Mr. Green's efforts to bring abouta better 


feeling between Jew and Christian. 

The Rey. A. A, Green, who was well received, said he had certainly tried 
to bring about a better understanding between Jews and Christians. He 
thought the whole prejudice against Jews had its origin in sheer want ol 
information on the part of Christians. He deplored the many class-barriers 
and distinetions, and pleaded for more intercommunion. He advocated more 
communion between the various congregations in the United Kingdom, He 
did not sugwest, however, one united synagogue on the lines of the one in 
London, which had many faults. But there should be more interchange of 
pulpits between London and the provinces, He was strongly in favour of it 
Jewish Congregational Union (such as the Congregational Union of Great 
Britain). Why not, he asked, convene Conferences occasionally, when clergy 
and laymen could together discuss the many burning questions that agitate 
the community. sueh as the Aliens Act. Russian Persecution of Jews, Zionism, 
Sabbath Question, and Religious Education. The lecturer asked why there 
Was to Jew ish public opinion an any subject. In London, the best of the 
community stood outside: things were too parochial, too small, and their 
importance demanded a wider and more influential seope. Enough was not 
(lone to provide an adequate staff of clergy for the wants of the community. 
With reward to the conferences, although these would not be legislative 
councils but simply consulting conferences, it would be impossible for 
things to goon as hitherto after having been thrashed out. Something good 
must ensue from such discussion and ventilation of important communal affarrs. 
While Christians took care to send their best men and their cleverest 
divines to watch over the spiritual career of the sons of the best Catholic 
families at the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge the Jewish com- 
munity failed to make any such provision. He was strongly of opinion that 
the whole status of the clergy wanted revising. He deplored the present 
method of choosing a minister by competition, instead of appointing a suit- 
able man on his past record. Another need of the community was ‘that 
wealthy and influential families should bring up their sons to be trained for 
the clergy. The needs of the smaller congregations were not well served by 
the community. Sugk a state of affairs was much to be deplored, and 
required remedying. He thought the minister was often looked upon as a 
“theological safe deposit.” The congregation often being non-observant were 
particularly anxious that their minister should be very strict in every 
religious observance, probably to make up for their own short-comings, 

A discussion followed, in which the Revs. J. H. Valentine, H. Levin and 
6b. N. Michelson (Neweastle), and Messrs. B. Steel, A. Sunderland and J. 
Wassilevsky participated. A vote of thanks to Mr. Green was proposed by 
Dr. ©. Dreyfus and seconded by Mr. J. Lastgarten. 

Time did not permit the lecturer to reply, but it is probable that 
he will visit Manchester again in a few weeks to preach in the Higher 
sroughton Syriagogue, and the Literary and Social Union intengl to seize the 
opportunity to invite Mr. Green to speak on the various points mentioned in 
the discussion. 


The sixteenth annual report records more satisfactory work 
Schechita than last vear. The most important event of the vear was the 
Board. libel action brought against the Board by four seceded 

butchers. The result, which was a signal victory to the Board, 
was most gratifving. Since the result of the trial the affairs of the Board have 
regressed satisfactorily, there being a substantial increase of the revenue as 
compared with the previous vear.

In September last the Central Synagogue informed the Board 
that it had decided to discontinue the contract for the charity funerals, 
which expired December 31st last. After being urged to reconsider that 
decision, the Central Synagogue replied that the contract eould not be 
renewed for less than £250 per annum. In order to avoid further difficulties, 
and in view of the scheme at hand, the Board has made a further contract 
with the Central Synagogue for another six months. The statement of 
animals and poultry killed (kosher), is as follows, the figures in parentheses 
refer to 1906 :— Beasts, 4,811 (4,703); calves, 1,824 (1,438) ; sheep, 3,153 (3,161) ; 
poultry, 150,680 (121,012.)

THe ANTI“SWEATING 


The Chief Rabbi desires to draw the attention of those Jewish labour unions 
4 which are interested in the anti-sweating movement, to the demonstration of 
) the National Anti-Sweating League, which will be held on the 28th of this month. It 
s deemed desirable that a good percentage of the Jewish workers should be present 
on the occasion, 
ATTITUDE OF THE JEWISH WORKERS. 
At the Conference of the League held at the Guildhall in 1906, a number of the 
Jewish Branches of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors were represented. Con- 
dlerable dissatisfaction subsequently prevailed at the inability of, the Jewish 
mpresentatives to give expression to their views as to the means to be adopted in 
rier to minimise theevil. The organised Jewish workers have always held advanced 
rewsonthesubject. They believe in the abolition of sub-contracting, and in the substi- 
tution of direct indoor labour for the present system of out-work. Their characteristic 
mpatience at the slow methods of the English workers and their middle-class friends 
prevents them from realising that those methods are the surest. They contend that an 
evilso firmly established, and of such wide ramifications, requires the application of 
irstic measures. There is, however, considerable force in the opposite view that the 
elucation of public opinion tends to a gradual reduction of the operations of sweating, 
adiscalculated to do more towards its ultimate abolition than mere talk or noisy 
aiiahon 
A Gooo ANO BENEFICENT WORK. 
inne The Jewish workers would be well-advised to ally themselves with the forces 
which are working in that direction. The National Anti-Sweating League, in its 
har ealeavour to organise public opinion, has brought considerable influence to bear 
auinst sweating. The movement has made silent but steady progress. Advocates of 
ie legal introduction of a minimum wage, as a meansto an end, are continually 
prnging up in unexpected places. Those of the Jewish workers who follow the pro- 
one gress of the movement must be grateful to the initiators of and workers in a movement 
iso beneficent a character. It is hoped that the section of the Jewish workers who 
ithe pinch of sweating will take immediate steps to ensure their representation at 
he demonstration of the Ariti-Sweating League which, in merely calling attention to 
Miu is social disease, deserve the appreciation of all friends of labour.

Provincial Shochetim and the 
Title of Reverend. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin, Apropos of “ Tatler’s ” comment “ As others see us,” in the last issue 
of your valuable paper, | will pass over the humorous part of it, and, like him, 
take up the serious side as he shows it to be. 


Grimsby, in the lamentable incident alluded to, has given “ Tatler” an = 


opportunity to renew the old attack upon the Shochetim, especially the 
provincial ones, who represent their respective congregations in ‘their 
religious functions. Much was written upon this subject in your valuable 
organ some two years ago, and on that occasion some English Jews who are 
unacquainted with the necessary qualifications of a Shochet were led to 
believe that the Shochet is merely a butcher, and, therefore, not entitled to 
style himself Reverend or Rabbi. To those among your readers I should like 
to point out that this is quite a wrong impression. 

All over the world the Shochet occupies a religious position next to the 
Rav, because of the indispensable education attached to his office. Take. for 
instance, the case of the London Shochetim, who, from the Chief Shochet 
downwards, are all of them men of good learning ; some of them even POSSESS 
a Rabbinical diploma, which means years of study to acquire, 

Regarding the provincial Chazan-Shochet the case is even all the more 
in his favour, because he is in most cases the religious representative of his 
congregation. He ofliciates in the synagogue as the reader of the service, 
solemnising marriages, delivering addresses occasionally, where there is no 
regular preacher. 
and by virtue of his office is the religious adviser of his flock. I think this 
is suflicient to entitle him to the name of Reverend. A reader of a congre- 
gation has always been called Reverend, and never was a question raised 
regarding this procedure, although the main qualification required froni him 
is his vocal abilities, regardless of his religious knowledge. (Rather a harsh 
confession, but it is the painful truth.) But if this Chazan happens to bea 
Shochet as well, an objection is made to his assuming the same title of Rev. 
As a matter of fact the duties of the Shochet do not detract from his 
dignity in the eyes of the Christians. They are well aware of the fact that 
these duties are connected with our religious dietary laws. as my own 
experience proves. A distinguished clergyman once saw me performing the 
act of killing and expressed his opinion that the same duty being done by 
an educated and morally trained man, does away with the bad impression

Jewish Labour News. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
7 THe ANTI“SWEATING Movement. 

The Chief Rabbi desires to draw the attention of those Jewish labour unions 
which are interested in the anti-sweating movement, to the demonstration of 
the National Anti-Sweating League, which will be held on the 28th of this month. It 
s deemed dlesirable that a good percentage of the Jewish workers should be present 
on the occasion. 

ATTITUDE OF THE JEWISH WoRKERS. 

At the Conference of the League held at the Guildhall in 1906, a number of the 
Jewish Branches of the Amalgamated Society of Tailors were represented. Con- 
wierable dissatisfaction subsequently prevailed at the inability of the Jewish 
wpreseniiatives to give expression to their views as to the means to be adopted in 
rier to minimise theevil. The organised Jewish workers have always held advanced 
rewsonthesubject. They believe in the abolition of sub-contracting, and in the substi- 
tution of direct indoor labour for the present system of out-work. Their characteristic 
mpatience at the slow methods of the English workers and their middle-class friends 
prevents them from realising that those methods are the surest. They contend that an 
evrilso firmly established, and of such wide ramifications, requires the application of 
irastic measures. There is, however, considerable force in the opposite view that the 
elacation of public opinion tends to a gradual reduction of the operations of sweating, 
udiscaiculated to do more towards its ultimate abolition than mere talk or noisy 

A AND BENEFICENT WORK. 

The Jewish workers would be well-advised to ally themselves with the forces 
which are working in that direction. The National Anti-Sweating League, in its 
Lan faleavour to organise public opinion, has brought considerable influence to bear 
guinst sweating. The movement has made silent but steady progress. Advocates of 
ie legal introduction of a minimum wage, as a meansto an end, are continually 
ynaging up in unexpected places. ‘Those of the Jewish workers who follow the pro- 
gress of the movement must be grateful to the initiators of and workers in a movement 
iso beneficent a character. It is hoped that the section of the Jewish workers who 
‘ithe pinch of sweating will take immediate steps to ensure their representation at 
He demonstration of the Ariti-Sweating League which, in merely calling attention to 
ius social disease, deserve the appreciation of all friends of labour.
